CUFFEE. 


A NEGRO RIOT, WITH LOSS OF 
LIFE, AT MACON. 


Three White Men Murdered by 
the Blacks. 


Suppression of the Disturbance--- 
The Metropolitans Called 
into Service. 


A Speck of War at Lafayette Depot. 


Etc. Eic., Etc. 


HOW IT WAS KNOWN. 
A telegraphic message was received 
yesterday W. J. Ross, 
Superintendent M.& C. R. R., from 
the operator at Lafayette depot, giv- 
ing the intelligence that a riot between 
the whites and negroes was in progress 
at Macon, a village in Fayette county, 
about thirty-five miles from Memphis, 
and some seven miles northeast of the 
station from which the dispatch wa: 
sent. 
MEASURES TO STOP IT. 

A request to notify the authorities 
here was promptly complied with, 
and by 4 o’clock @® special train 
was rollin out of the depot, 
conveying thirty men of the Metro- 
politan Police force, under command 
of Capt. Smith, of the First District, 
to the sceme of the disturbance. 
SUPPLEMENTARY RIOT SQUEILCHED. 

The train was met at Lafayette by 
the Deputy Sheriff of Fayette county, 
who informed Capt. Smith that the 
negaoes had been and the 
riot quelled, but stated that a-band of 
armed blacks had madea stand at a 
point some mile.and a half south of 
the statiou, and requested the Cap- 
tains’ aid in either scattering or 
arresting thelawless ruffians, which, of 
course, was granted. Theforce moved 
out, officers C, Burt Smith and — 
Holleran, acting as skirmishers. The 
pickets came upon the negroes 
suddenly, who levelled their 
guns at the officers and_= sent 
these gentlemen to the right about 
The main body, 
though, was more than the negroes 
eould stand, and they filed, panic- 
stricken, pell-mell into the bushes. 

A FEW ARRESTS MADE. 
One of the blackguards was eap- 
tured with his gun in his hands, and 
three others- who had thrown their 
arms away and taken refuge in the 
house of an old darkey not implicated 
in the emeu/e, were hauled out oftheir 
hiding-places, and delivered to the 
posse acting with the Deputy Sheriff 
of Fayette county. 
HOW THE ROW COMMENCED. 


We give the three statements in our 
possession as to the origin of the dis- 
turbance, calling attention to the con- 
tradictory character of the reports, ex- 
cept as regards the killing of the white 
men: 


THE FIRST NEWS 


was that a party of negroes were, on 
Sunday evening, collected under some 
trees in or near the village engaged iu 
eating melons, and that some white. 
boys at play near by threw a brick or 
stone which accidentally struck one of 
the negroes. The negro retaliated by 
whipping the boy who had thrown 
the missile, and was in turn shot and 
killed by the boy’s brother. During 
Sunday night the negroes held a pow- 
wow over the body of the man who 
had been shot, and which was 
left lying where it fell. Mon- 
day morning at daylight found 
an armed mob of = negroes, 
variously estimated at from one to 
five hundred strong, marching about 
the streets of the village. Their first 
demonstration was to demand the 
boy who had killed the negro, and 
who had been arrested after the 
killing. This was very properly re- 
fused, and the refusal was followed by. 
an attempt to take him by force from 
the custody of the officers, which was 
resisted by the villagers. <A fight en- 
sued, the negroes firing the first vol- 
ley, and mortally wounding three 
white men inthe assault, The whites 
rallied, however, and drove the ne- 
groes to the woods. No mention of 
any negroes being killed in the melee, 
A SPECIAL TO THE APPEAL 
‘from the operator at Lafayette ae 
gives another account of the affair, 
which is as follows: **‘ A Mr. Boswell 


| shot and killed a negro on account of 


some misunderstanding between 
them. From the threatening of the 
negroes, the citizens sent toSomerville 
for the Sheriff and @ of men. 
They came this morning and found 
about fifty armed negroes around the 
dead body of the one killed. The 
Sheriff ordered them to give up their 
guns and bury their dead, upon 
whieh they fired upon. the posse, 
wounding four, some mortally, after 
which the Sheriff and his men dis- 
persed the negroes, and now holds the 
place. Troops sent here on a special 
train have retarned to Memphis, as 
their services were not required. ‘The 
above is the best information I can 
give. Ihave not learned how many 
negroes were killed or wounded, if 
any,’’ ! 
& THIRD VERSION 
was furnished us by officer C. Burt 
Smith, who gathered his information 
at Lafayette Depot. Hesays; ‘‘ I was 
told by the Deputy Sheriff of the 
county, who we met at the depot, and 
also by others, that the fuss com- 
menced hy a negro threatening to 
shoot a white man, a resident of Ma- 
con. The man asked the psgro an 
explanation of his conduct, telling 
him at the same time to either deny 
the threat, withdraw it, or give up his 
weapons. The negre saucily refused 
to comply with either of the require- 
ments, attempting to draw his pistol 
as he spoke, when the _ white 
mang shot him dead with a re- 
volve. The friends of the negro 
assembled and swore yengeance over 
the dead body, and conimenced their 
bloody work early on Monday morn- 
ing by firing upon a party of villagers, 
mortally wounding three at the Aret 
volley. The negroes were then at 
tacked by the whitesand made to take 
to the woods. The same parties told 
me that they thought the affair was 
over, and that no further trouble need 
be apprehended.” 
THE NAMES 


of the men shot did not come to hand 
through either of our suurces of infor- 
mation. 
THE METROPOLITANS” 
left Lafayette Station at 8 o’clock last 
night on their return to the city. There 
were no signs of any further distur- 
banee when they started homeward. 
The train arrived at the depot jn the 
city about 9:15 p.m., when the de- 
tachment was dispissed. | 
THE PROMPTITUDE 
with which the detachment was got 
together, armed, and started on the 
route to the locality of the riot, reflects 


earne. 
THE RAILWAY AUTHORITIES 
also expedited matters materially by 
having atrain ready at the earliest 
possible moment,

MORE OUTLAWRY. 


Attempted Rescue of a Horse-Thief 
at Pocahontas, Tenn. 


Desperate Fight with and Repulse 
of the Villains. 


One Citizen and Six of the Ruffians 
Seriously Wounded. 


A passenger per the 10:30 p.m. train 
over the Memphis and Charleston 
Railroad, furnished us with the de- 
tails of an exciting fight which took 
place at Pocahontas station on the line 
of the road, yesterday about midday. 
It seems that a notorious horse-thief 
had been arrested a few days before 
and committed to jail at that place. 
Yesterday morning about ten o’clock 
a party of some ten men, strangers in 
the region, and supposed to be resi- 
dents of the neighborhocd adjacent 
to the village of Jonesboro, in Ita- 
wamba county, Miss., rode into Poca- 
hontas, and after ‘“‘liquoring up”’ 
pretty freely, commenced swaggering 
about the village, expressing their 
determination to rescue the prisoner, 
if they had toshoot every man inthe 
town to doit. This put the authori- 
ties on their guard, and when the 
rescuers were drunk enough to begin 
their little game, they were met by a 
posse of determined men, who 
seemed inclined to dispute the asser- 
tion that the prisoner should be re- 
leased. A fight ensued, commenced 
by the marauders, in which they were 
terribly worsted, the first volley of 
the posse bringing six of them down 
seriously wounded, A regular battle 
was gone through with, in which, 
Strange to say, only one of 
the citizens was wounded—Mr. George 
Nagle being shot through the thigh. 
The horse-thieves finding themselves 
outgeneraled, mounted their horses 
and fled in hot haste, leaving two of 
their wounded in the hands of the au- 
thorities. 

Pocahontas, on the borders of Me- 
Nairy county, Tennessce, and about 
seventy miles from Memphis, is the 
rallying point for as desperate a gang 
of ruffians as ever cut a throat or stole 
a horse, and the honest people of the 
village who have thus shown their 
opinion of the desperadoes deserve 
credit for their action, and would de- 
serve still more if they had killed 
every mother’s son of the party.
